News of the resignation of P. 
H. (Slim) Evans from Upland po- 
lice force comes today as a dis- 
tinct surprise to many Uplanders, 
who have known the genial and 
courteous officer during his near- 
ly eight years of service with the 
local department. : 

Presented to the city 
last night, the resignation of Of- 
ficer Evans was accepted with 
genuine regret by the councilmen, 
all of whom expressed deep ap- 
preciation of his abilities as a 
police officer and his qualities as 
a citizen. 

Mr. Evans this morning an- 
nounced that he has accepted a 
position as deputy coroner in vest 
San Bernardino office of oe 
Coroner R. E. Williams, and that 
he is slated to take up his new 
work next Wednesday, October 9, 
closing on Tuesday his Upland po- 
lice career, which began on Jan- 
uary 24, 1935. 

Chief of Police E. L. Mueller 
this morning said that, though he 
has been here but a short time, 
he regrets to lose the services of 
Officer Evans.

GROUNDS ADMITTED 

Councilmen readily admitted 
that, as the Bard of Avon aver- 
red, the ordinance by any other 
name could not smell more sweet. 
But they declared that the or- 
dinance seemed to be the only 
course open to them in view of 
the many complaints which per- 
iodically swamp their official at- 
tention together with penetrations 
of unmistakable evidence of 
grounds for complaint. 

But to make a short whiff of a 
dour subject, the proposed ordi- 
nance declares the use of wet 
garbage as fertilizer on citrus 
groves or any agricultural prop- 
erty within the city of Upland to 
be prohibited, and the use of wet 
garbage as a fertilizer is declar- 
ed a nuisance. Looking toward 
abatement, the ordinance stipu- 
lates: 

WEIGHT AND SMELL 

(1) In order to enforce the 
ordinance, proof must be furnish- 
ed that the moisture content of 











(2) And that three or four 
must testify that 
| stenches or odors arising are 


piainly and perceptibly apparent 
across any intervening 10 acres 
of groves, or at least 500 feet dis- 
tant; 

(3) 


or elusive stenches or odors aris- 
mg from such garbage, but only 
where it is pronounced or offens- 
ive: 

(4) That violation of the ordi- 
nance shall constitute a misde- 
meanor entailing a fine of $300, 
380 days in jail, or both; 

(5) That the uSe of treated, 
processed dry garbage when mois- 
ture content is less than 10 per 
cent is permissible, but must be 
plowed under within 48 hours af- 
ter application. 

DEALER SHOULD KNOW 

Numerous fertilizer dealers were 
consulted in the process of formu- 
lating the ordinance, it was point- 
ed out, and that the aim of the 
ordinance was to stop the smell 
but to permit the use of processed 
fertilizer. One dealer in the aro- 
matic essence of fertilizer, is re- 
ported to have declared with can- 
did vehemence, “I admit it smells 
like—well, awful—and it ought to 
be stopped!” 

The ordinance will be given its 
second reading at the next meet- 
ing of the council.

CHAFFEY H TOLD 
~ YOUTH IMPORTANT 
IN POST-WAR ERA 


“Unlike many people today, 1 
do not believe that youth is go- 
ing to the dogs,” declared John H. 
Pratt, Twenty-fifth street, Up- 
land-Ontario license examiner, 
when, aS an impromptu speaker, 
he addressed 1,500 Chaffey high 
school students on Friday. 

‘It is my firm conviction that 
youth must play an important part 
in world rehabilitation after the 
war,” he said. “However,” he 
pointed out, “youth must demon- 
strate a oneness of purpose and 
effort today in preparing itself to 
meet that task. Youth must give 
every moment of time, particu- 
larly in school, to equipping minds 
and hearts and hands for the task 
of meeting that job.” 

HUMOR OF WAR 

In his half-hour talk, Mr. Pratt 
cited the humor of English youth 
under fire and the ability of youth 
and age to “take it”. He related 
an instance when his brother’s 
family in England crouched on 
their hands and knees under a 
table during an air raid, and in 
the midst of the raid his neice 
broke out in hearty laughter. 
Asked after the raid what caused 
her mirth, she replied: “There we 
were on our hands and knees. 
Who'd have thought before the 
war that we would be on our knees 
to Hitler. You know,” she de- 
clared with vehemence, “I’m be- 
ginning to dislike that man.” 

STUDENT INTEREST HIGH 

Mr. Pratt received an enthus- 
iastic ovation from his student 
audience, and several teachers, 
commenting on student reaction, 
said that it was the subject of 
much discussion in many classes 
afterward. Coming in the wake 
of the abortive athletic strike, 
Mr. Pratt’s talk is said to have 
given student morale renewed im- 
petus. 

Summoned with only a minute’s 
notice to speak in place of a Cal- 
Aero official who could not ap- 
pear at the fast minute, Mr. Pratt 
ably emulated the spirit of the 
American Minute Man. Called at 
12:45 p.m. by Don Jacobs, Chaf- 
fey dean of men, Mr. Pratt rush- 
ed home from his office, changed 
his clothes, missed His lunch, and 
walked onto the auditorium plat- 
form at 1:45 p.m., with his only 
instruction being to choose his 
own topic or talk on something 
pertaining to the war effort. 

In tribute to his prompt re- 
sponse to the emergency all, 
Principal Ernest W. Fischer wrote 
Mr. Pratt: 

“Il want to thank you for your 
fine contribution in the talk you 
gave this afternoon. Coming on 
a moment’s notice and holding the 
close attention of 1,500 young peo- 
ple is no mean achievement. You 
gave them something to think 
about, and I hope you can be with 
us again.”
